Th e 
FLQ Satu rday n igh t kidn aped Pierre LaPorte, prov in cial 
min ister of labor an d immigration . 
I h e deadlin e on Cross’ life, set by earlier FLQ com­ 
mu n iqu es, was 6 p.m. EDT Satu rday . LaPorte was to h av e 
been “ex ecu ted” at 10 p.m. Su n day u n less th e FLQ’s ran ­ 
som deman ds were gran ted. 
As th e deadlin e for LaPorte passed Su n day n igh t, Bou ­ 
rassa refu sed to con cide th e deman ds. Bu t h e broadcast an 
appeal to th e kidn apers to prov ide proof LaPorte an d Cross 
still were aliv e, an d open n egotiation s with th e gov ern men t. 
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He asked th em to specify th e “mech an isms” of h ow th ey 
in ten ded to release th e two h ostages, an d to clarify con tra­ 
diction s in th eir ran som deman ds. 
Th e FLQ replied in its commu n iqu e today th at its basic 
deman ds were th e min imu m th ey h ad agreed to last week— 
an d en d to th e police search for th e kidn apers, freedom for 
25 jailed separatists, an d an airlin er to carry th em an d th eir 
families to Cu ba or Algeria.

Bou rassa receiv ed a “Dear Robert” plea from LaPorte 
Su n day , in wh ich LaPorte pleaded with h im in “th e most 
importan t letter I may ev er write” to agree to FLQ deman ds. 
LaPorte u rged Bou rassa to keep in min d th at “ I am th e 
h ead of a large family .”

National School Lunch Week currently i* being 
observed and its significance to New York State residents 
is manifest in the daily serving of over a million and 
a half well balanced, nutritious lunches in 4.42© state and 
private schools. 1>e widespread acceptance of the im­ 
portance of a good lunch to the health and well-being 
of children is shown in the growth of the school lunch 
program. 
President Nixon signed new legislation to amend the 
National School Lunch and Child Nutrition Acts and to 
improve all ehild feeding programs. The act authorizes 
additional funds to help expand the school lunch program 
for all children and provide free or reduced price lunches 
for everj' needy child. The President said the school 
lunch and food programs in day care centers and sum­ 
mer camps can have an important impact on the life 
of those who participate in them. Because the student 
mho is well fed is more attentive and learns better, im­ 
proved nutrition can help children break out of the cycle 
o' poverty. 
The program operate* under the provisions of the 
194© National School Lunch Act. The federal government 
contributes cash and food amounting to about one-fourth 
the total cost of the program and meal payments and 
funds recived from state and local sources mak e up the 
balance. 
This project is the nation's largest consumer of so- 
called surplus foods. Foods already purchased by the 
federal government under price support programs find 
their way into the diets of children rather than into the 
warehouses and costly storage. 
Last year, the federal government spent about S20 
million in cash assistance for the New York program. 
Nearly half of the contribution was earmark ed for milk . 
In addition, federal food commodities valued at $20 
million also were made available. 
T>iis week the Kingston Consolidated School District, 
along with other area school districts, is observing the 
23rd anniversary of the project. Down through these 
years, the school lunch staff has proved to be a good 
provider and dedicated menu planner. 
Recognition by the people that it builds strong bodies 
and alert minds, the school lunch program has become 
firmly established as part of the educational system. 


$1 0 0 Millio n Ca mpa ig n 


The greatest television campaign spending splurge 
in any off-year election has begun. For congressional 
races alone, the candidates are laying out $100 million, 
according to a liberal fundraising group, the National 
Committee for an Effective Congress. Of this, it is esti­ 
mated that half will go to produce and buy air time for 
television—and. to a minor extent—radio commercials. 
With all 435 House seats and 33 Senate seats at stak e, 
the average advertising expenditure for twice the num­ 
ber of 401 seats—to provide for major opposition can­ 
didates—is about $100,000. But much more is being spent 
by individual candidates. Senate campaigns by both par­ 
ties in California. New York , Ohio and Texas are lik ely 
to run around $6 million. In gubernatorial races. Gov. 
Nelson A. Rock efeller of New* York is said to be spend­ 
ing at least $2.5 million to get hi* fourth successive term. 
, Specialists in media advertising say that it has now 
become an article of faith that political success turns on 
such subtle distinctions as the brevity and meatiness of 
the announcements, and that an ample television budget 
and a sk illed media man can rescue the obscure from 
dark ness and corral the voters on election day. Appar­ 
ently. they think they can “oack age and mark et" a can­ 
didate lik e they do soap. They could be fooled if there 
are enough intelligent voters, using their own heads, 
and who have read newspapers to find out the actual 
statements, in their own context, of the candidates. 
Pro per Ca re Needed 


America has plenty of land to meet its farming, 
ranching, forestry and living space needs for the fore­ 
seeable future, according to a survey by government 
soil scientists and conservationists in 3,007 of the nation's 
3,135 counties. 
If—we tak e care of it. 
A “Conservation Needs Inventory" reveals that the 
nation’s land, thank s to continually increasing efficiency, 
is feeding and clothing an increasing population even 
with reduced acreages. 
Since the previous inventory in 1050. population has 
increased 24 million, yet cropland has declined by 10 
million acres and privately owned pasture and range 
has decreased by three million acres. 
In the same period. 11 million acres were added to 
urban and built-up areas and—a figure to warm a con­ 
servationist’* heart—1.5 million acres were added to 
forests. 
On the o ther ha nd, the scientists warn that three- 
fifths o f the present cropland. 07 per cent of pasture and 
range and 02 per cent of private forestland is not be 
ing trea ted with pro per co nserv a tio n mea sures 
to avoid 
deterio ra tio n.

governm ent of North Vietnam 
would not for a m om ent m ak e 
a decision without consulting 
these two communist regimes. 
It is tim e for the

North V ietnam ese against its 
neighbors. The big com m unist 
powers 
have

against an arm y of m ore than 
a half-million men sent by the 
United States to aid the South 
Vietnam ese forces.
